WASHINGTON, OCT. 16. 
ALL GOODS BRITAIN BUYS IN THE UNITED STATES

It 
is presumed, nevetthetess, ‘that 
Britain will spend several hun- 
dred million in the United States 
for materials needed to convert 
her own economy. One pos- 
sibility is that ritain might 
try to circumvent the provision 
by spending ony her own funds 
in the United States and spend 
the loans elsewhere, but Bri-
